statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 1-13, 15-17 and 20-24, renumbered as claims 1-21, are allowed since the 
applicants have amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter as well as to 
overcome most of indefiniteness and enablement rejections and furthermore, due to 
their persuasive arguments regarding some indefiniteness, enablement and prior art 
rejections. The examiner agrees with the applicants arguments that the instant 
compounds are not anticipated by the compounds of cited two references. The 
applicants have amended claims to include specific disorders supported by the instant 
specification and prior art knowledge regarding utility of CCR3 antagonists ( see claims 
57 and 58 in PAT 6,441 ,001 ) to overcome enablement rejection. Thus, all rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph and second paragraph , 35 U.S.C. 102(b) and 
102(e) as well as objections are now withdrawn.
